STAIRCASE OF DEATH. 

Reuter’s representative has had an interview 
wita two Irish girls, the Misses May and Eileen 
Healy, daughters of Mr. T. Healy, former 
Nationalist M-P. for Wexford, who have just 
reached London, having escaped from Kieff with 
nothing but the clothes—thin linen dresses—they 
were wearimg. . 


These ladies have been in Russia for eight 
years as governesses, and had been in Kieff 
during each period of Bolshevist rule. When 
they left the Bolshevists were only twenty-five 
miles off, and the guns of the Reds were again 
heard in the city. The Bolshevists have since 
announced their recapture of Kieff, but this was 
subsequent to their departure.® 

They tell a terrible story of RBolshevist 
outrage, of which they were personal witnesses. 
They had been more than once turned out of 
their homes inio the streets at a moment's 
notice, rolibed of their possessions, and, although 
never subjected to persdénal violence, were fé- 
peatedly threatened with death. They even- 
tually escaped from Kieff'a few hours befére 
the Bolshevista descended upon, and destroyed, 
their home. They say that the mental strain 


i was awful, and oné, Miss Eileen Healy, has lost 


Sst. in weight as u result of her sufferings. 

In describing the scene on the occasion of the 
relief of Kieff by Denikin's Army last Septem- 
ber, after eight months’ Bolshevism, Miss. Rileen 


i Healy said: s When the Bolshevists were evacu- 


ating Kieff as Denikin approached, forty trains,

filled with furniture and all kinds of loot taken 
by the Reds. I shall aever forget the day the 
Volunteer Army arrived, ‘the people being 
colinting the hours for this relief.

row after row of corpses piled up until there 
was what he described as a staircase of bleeding 


bodies reaching almost to the ceiling of the’ shed. 


Opposite this slaughter-house was the governor's 
house. On fine evenings commissionaries, after 
dinner, used te go into the garden, where they 
sat, smoked, and drank champagne. Some 
prisoners would be invited to walk about the 
garden, and, as a form of sport, drunken Bol- 
shevista potted at them with their revolvers,

_ HORRIBLE TORTURES. 

“In the cellars of this prison were found a 
number of large boxes. Im each of these were 
found two or three naked bodies. Outside these 
two houses it was customary to place a motor 
ear, with its engine running, in order to pre- 
vent dwellers in the adjoining residences from 
hearing the groans and enes-of the tortured in- 
The rooms in these prisome where the 
victims were detained were go crowds that 
often the prisoners were unable ‘to sit down, 
and were kept closed for days. The sufferings 
of the people can be imagimed, and the inserip- 
tions | read on the wall were heartrending. 
Even when | left Kieff the authorities had not 
completed ‘their excavations, but already be- 
tween 4,000 and 5,000 bodies had been ulenti- 
fied. : 

“ Quite apart from these atrocities, life 
Kieff during the Red occupation was a time of 
terror—one jong nightmare. None of us knew 
when we would be arrested, and there was 
always shooting and firing in the streets. When 
we went to hed we never knew whether we 
should live till next day. and after a while Í 
think, perhaps, some of us did not care. Ten 
Bolshevists occupied rooms next mine. There 
wee a beautiful drawingroom filled with vain- 
able furniture. There night after- night they 
earried on drunken orgies of an unspeakable 
character with women, whom they brought 
from the town, and I lay on my bed with the 
door barricaded wniil from sheer exhaustion | 
went to sleep. : 

“ THE ACCURSED BOURGEOIS.” 

“Women of the better class dared not ap- 
pear in the etreets decently clothed, so they 
made themselves as shabby as possible to avoid 
being classed as accursed bourgeois, but, even 
the Bolsbevist agenis, wearing their, Red 
roseties, were suspicious, and so asked, ' Show 
your manicure,’ and it fared ill with any woman 
whose hends showed signs of uot being of the 
working class. The ‘terroriem of the Reds is 
really much worse than anything | have read of 
and “te those in this country who believe the 
story is exaggerated Í would only say go out and 
for yourselves. The woods around Kicff 
were filte® with people of the professional classes, 
whe, li order to avoid being requisitioned for 
some purpose or another, fled from their houses, 
and existed as best they could and without 
shelter among the trees. The last time the Bol- 
shevists carne into Kieff, on October 15, they 
only remained twenty-four hours, and that they 
were unable to stay longer was entirely due to 
the working people of Kieff, people who at the 
Bolshevists, but had their ilin- 
sions destroyed very soon.

Day by 
day the houses, void’ now of inhabitants, grow 
colder and colder—no light, no warmth, and 
instead of bread, only the scattered cobbles of 
the rordway. The city has died ont—literaily 
died in the clutches of famine and frost. ~It is 
frozen through, and nothing is left but te 
silent walls of the houses. in another month, 
no one except the Commissionaries will be left 
alive in thegcity, for the hospitals are crowded, 
and people die daily by the thousand, ex- 
hausted by hunger.

Esthonia and 
Russia are willie’ to make the evestion of the 
naval forcos subvect to the ‘conditions laid down 
n an International Treaty. 
the recognition of the international neutrality, 
Esthonia is bound to defend this neutrality. 
Russia recognises the independence of Esthonia 
de jure, and renounees for every any preten- 
sions against Esthonia. According to the above- 
mentioned conditions, an srmistice was sened 
at 6 o'clock on December Slet@for the duration 
of seven days.

at Leeds University last evening, Sir Michael

Lord Robert, insisting on the aspect of the 
League of Nations as an alliance, said the 
League was an alliance of sovereign and in- 
dependent States coming gogether for the com- 
mon purpose of preserving peace. He ventured 
to think that a many of the misunder- 
standings which 
the League were rooted in this—the 
conceived of it as a super-state rather than as 
an alliance. They knew, he continued, that the 
Senate of the United States were considering 
what attitude they should take with regard to 
the League, and, in particular, whether or not 
they would attach to their ratification of the 
League certain reservations. As he understood 
ij, @ reservation was nothing more than thia, 
.& pubhe statement of the sense which the 
Government making. the reservation p 
to attach to its ratification of the Treaty. No 
one could complain of a Government making 
such a public statement if they desired to do so. 
Whether in such a case as this it was necessary 
might be a matter of question, but, after all, 
it was 4 matter for each country to judge, and 
as long as it was just a statement of what a 
Goverament desired to be understood by its 
action, he did not himself see that any criticism 
could be made. 

It was quito a different thing if we were 
asked to assent to those reservations, He did 
not sec how we could do that. Some of the 
reservations now being discussed have an inter- 
national bearing, and if we were. asked to 
assent to them we should in effect be asked to 
made an amendment of the Treaty. He had not 
the least doubt that the statesmen of the 
United States were considering very carefully 
whether or not any, particular reservation waa 
or Was hot a wise one to make. They would 
Consider, no doubt, not only the effect the re- 
Fervation might have on their own. domestic 
attitude towards foreign policy, but also on 
world public opinion: for no country in the 
world, ' however powerful, could abstain from 
considering what ‘would be the effect of any 
action they might take on world public opinion. 

It was quite obvious that they could coneeive 
of reservations which, as had been said, might 
cut the heart out of a treaty. But he was very 
far from saying that any reservations that had 
been propósed in the United States Senate, and 
accepted hy a majority of the Senate, were of 
that character, and he did not want, therefore 
and should not think of expfessing any opinion 
us to whether they were so vital or any of them 
were so vital that we could not accept co-opera- 
tion on the terme of those reservations.

THE MOTOR DRIVERS' 
STRIKE. 


MORE MEN CEASE WORK. 


ATTEMPT TO STOP ALL 
MOTOR TRAFFIC. 


The sirike of motor drivers and mechanics 
as a protest against the Motor Permits Order 
underwent a change in Dublin yesterday, when, 
as a result of the decision of the Joint Strike 
Committee, the distribution of petro] for tho 


uso of motor care was stopped, A large number 
of employés of the Anglo-American Oil Com- 
pany and the .“ Shell" Marketing Company, 
who are members of the Irish Transport 
Workers’ Union, left their work im the morn- 
ing, and thus interfered with the supplies of 
moloprrdpirit. 

The idea underlying this new development is 
to stop all motor traffic, both private and com- 
mercial. The permits hitherto given by the 
union to doctors to use their own motor care 
have been withdrawn, while the petrol supplies 
for motor ambulances and engines of the Fire 
Brigade are also likely to be affected. Unless, 
therefore, horse-drawn vehicles cam be substi- 
tuted, a serious situation is likely to arise in 
the attendance of the «ick and others requiring 
medical and first-aid treatment. 

Pickets were active throughout the day in 
various parts of Dublin. 

In accordance with the decision of the Joint 
Strike Committee, measures were adopted yes- 
terday at the Port of Dublin to prevent further 
deliveries of petrol or motor spirit from being 
distributed in the usual] way end through the 


vusual channels to commercial and other owners 


of motor vehicles. A picket was established 
at a point on the East Wall road, which faces 
the Alexandra Dock road, leading to the pre- 
mises of the Anglo-American and Asiatic Oil 
Companies. From inqpiries made at this point 
it appeared that the only vehicles taking away 
oil of any kind were horsed conveyances bear- 
ing «tee! caske of ordinary paraffin or illumin- 
ating oil. There had been, it was reported, 
an attempt on the previous day to prevent a 
vehicle carrying petrol in tine from going along 
the North Wall, but the driver « in 
earrying his consignment beyond the point of 
the attempted hold up.

RAID ON A DWELLING IN

MOTOR CARS FIRED ON. 

In a from Mullingar yesterday, our 
Correspondent there says:—Considerabie sen- 
sation was caused in Mullingar this morning by 
the news that last nicht: a number of moter 
care bad been fired at on main roads leading 
to the tora. Inquiries showed that reports 
made to the police on the subject were to the
